Co-vxistent with that aspiration, there is

to give them a “sqaare denl”.in the mutter of 
self-government, Tho rosult nobody can foresee, 
Still, for the attainment of this wbjuci they 
have fought the Spaniards sgain and ogain, aud 
they have tuken up urms against the United 
States for the vindication of the same principle, 

The legitimate wishes of a people who can 
Jay down their lives on the-altar of such high 
jdeuls cavuot be entirely ignored. Spain: mad, 
this mistake, and she forfeited the allegisnce of 
her whilom subjects; tho United States in 
their carly relations with the Filipicos dangled 

* the toy of independonce before tho dazzled eyes 
of thoir new charge, and then withdrew it. 
A wor thot lasted for years onsned, and although 
by sheer force, the insurrection las been sup- 
pressed, the ‘embers of ee are still 
smouldering. 

Mr. Iroland naively refers to the great

It is not my province to criticise the nots of 
the Amorican Governmont, nor to examine the 
canaes of the apparent fuiluro of thé United 
States in governing thoir now posscesions. Tho 
root of tho evil lies deoper than Mr. Ireland's 
lancet hus probed.. Nor.can I agree with him 
that the. present state. of affairs would be 
improved if America. wers to profit by tho 
oxperivuce of other coi onisiug, powers, anid 
slavishly adopt theirmo'hods. Conditions that 
oxist in other tropical countries may bo 
entirely diffurent from tho-e that obtain int thy 
Islanda, and measures thot sro salutary in one 
may not bo applicable in the other, In ono 
respoct’ America has benefited by theexperionce 
of a colonising nation. Sho has avoided the 
fatal’ mistakes that cost Spain, her fairest 
posvessions, and has learned that tyranny and 
oppression are fruitful of disaster. 

In conelusiou, so far from difleriug from .the 
-policy of the United States in spending 
enormous sums opon the education of the 
people, I om of epinion that it is the only 
policy that will qualify the Filipiuos toassame 
tho direction of their own affairs according to- 
Aanerican standards, thus paving the way for 
permanent peace in those lovely but unfortunate 
Islands.—Yours, ete;
